• A committee of 18 mcmbcra of both brmron- 

e» of the Legiilature viaitcd tlie University 
ond Psjmtte Iloipitsl, the early part of this 
for the purpoie of reporting to the 
icpreientativea of the people, the state of 
those institutiona, and wliat future measures 
ntay be proper forthe government to purs'ie 
The importance of education is too well un- 
derstood by the members of the legislative 
body of our country, to leave any doubts as 
to the measures which will be adopted res- 
pecting the University— hut the subject of the 
Hospital is new, and it is dne that seldom 
meets with the attention in any country, tha* 
it deserves. For the sake of economy, a hos- 
pital is highly desirable. Instead of about 
21 1,0U0 ezpend^aftiuihlly for tlie support 
of lunatics, no doubt half tluit sum would an- 
swer, under a well regulated Hospital — and 
the sufferers receive much better attention 
than it is possible for them to receive under 
the present plan, where little or no prepara- 
tion can be made. This Hospilale would at 
all times, be under the immediste notice of 
. the Professors of the Medical Department of 
the University, whose sUetition would pre- 
vents waste of the funds, and other abuses 
too common in all public establishments. tVe 
view it ofthe greatest moment a.t an institu- 
tion necessary for the unfortunate sufTerers 
under the worst of all maladies, meiitsl de. 
rangement. Although providnee has been 
pleased to deal otit afUictions of tliis sort vciy 
sparingly, still Uierc is enough in our country 
to excite emotions of the deepest regret, that 
wre are unprepared in affording Uic best re- 
lit f these sufferers are capable of receiving. — 
Besides those.whoie esUtes arc not sufficient 
to jupp' Tt them, many would be sent to tliis 
hospital at the expense of tluir friends. The 
success thathas attended medical aid in res- 
toring many to reason, and to the bosom of 
their familiA, has induced experiments to be 
made from distant sutes at the Hospital n, 
Phdailelphia. Although \'irgiuia has a Hos- 
pital, yet as tliere is no Medical school near it. 
nun.bers are sent from that state to the liuspi 
tal in Philsilelphia The attention at well 
regulated hospitals, affbnl much greater com- 
fortithan it is possible to find at the ir.ar.sioi. 
of-any citizen, no matter bow wealthy lie may 
be. It is univcrsidly known that persons of 
deranged minds arc seldom restored, undor 
the care of their l ebitiims or particular ar 
quaintaners 'I'l.iscoiisi^eratioii alone, if the 
stale did not intend to cliangc the situation ol 
P'.'rsons supported by it, would be a sufficicn: 
argument in favor ofa public institution when.- 
persons able to pay miglit be attended in such 
a way as to leave a hope of recovery. A know 
ledge of the treatment and advantages of stirh 
a li-iSjiiial as we are speaking of, would soon 
remove the prejudices entertained by the 
people generally Fortunately for this coun- 
try, we have very few towns large enough to 
require Invalid Hotpitalt ; but ilie great num 
beib employed in navigation at I^ti.’villc, no 
doubt suffer very often for Oie want of atten 
tion.

In mur 
Instances the invalids at Louisville would b< 
ctizens of sister states, snd therefore contri- 
butions might be justly levied upon a mine 
extended plan than if the benefits were con 
fined to citixens of Kentucky. An act of the 
legislature permitting the tow n ofLouistille 
to exact poH t/iarjei on all vessels coming to 
or discharging cargoes at the town — together 
with some small charge taken from the moiitli- 
ly V ages of oacli hand. These charges miglit 
be made a mere trifle, and at the same time 
produce ample funds for the support of a 
UospitaL Other states maintain qusrentina 
esublishmeats, including lio-pitals, physi- 
cians and other officers, as municipal regula- 
tions distinct from the charges impesed by' 
the laws of the United States. 1'he immense 
number of invalids arriving at Smi. bland in 
the sickly season, would justify a legislative 
provision fortliat town also. These suljects 
must attract the sttention of the state gm. 
emmentatsomc day, and we hojie they may 
engage its most serious attention tl the pre- 
scn^ir.omcnt.

lieve it might be arcotnplished in manyi 
cases if tlie convicts were removed 
where opportunities olTcred on etcry 
hand, to re$;ore them to s -mething like 
rank in society.

We published some weeks ago, an ex 
tract respecting this extraordinary per 
sonage, from the second volume of a 
recent work entitled » Memoirs of N'a 
poleon,by M. I'leury de Cliabuiiln, hi» 
foimcr Secretary, Uaron, Jcc.” Thr 
fintvol. contains remarkable dialogues 
two of which we will proceed to copy, 
and which will be found to exhibit a cu- 
rious picture of the interlociitcrs.
